' Members of the Fire Companies and other' 
A-sociations, in their efforts lo prevent the (Je'«truc- 
tion of propeiiy by Fire in the Town of Victoria 
uiid idcinity ; 

lie it eiia<i,:d by the Governor-on Her Majesty's 
behalf', by and with the consent of the LegisJalive 
Council and Assembly: 

I. That all Fire Companies, whose members nay 
desire 10 obtain the immunities hereinafter, shall, 
upon passin^' a resolution to that effect, bo entitled 
to rei;lster the names and te^'ilfations of their said 
Companies in maniii'r hereinafter mentioned. 

J I. Ttiat from and af ter the re;,'islialinii aforesaid, 
any iMcmber of a Kire Coni|iniiy reL;i>lered with ihe 
l'a':,'isirar of the t>upreme Court of Civil Justice, 
sh.ill not be liable for damage done by him m tfie 
property of any other person, in the extinction, or 
iitlernpted exiinction, of fire, or in the removal of 
any rreclion, lulifice or biiildillL;, which, re;;artl 
bein^' had to the safely of adjiiiM-iit propeity, may 
be reasonably deemed expeilii'iit lo remov e.

Cumin;,' iroiii " our ow;i cor- 
lespolidenl" — :in e.'c-i.'aiuliiiLitu for llio Con- 
venlion — tlie Tunes is res[)Oii.siblo for the 
Hcnliiiient.s Ll conveys, as inuclias lliongli it 
were written by the cililor-in-chief or the 
distingui.^hed ex-pri;siileut of the New 
Westminster Touii Council. " Our own" 
stamps it with the impress of the 2'tme*' 
editorial stall'; and the mailer it contains is 
truly characterislio of that formidable sheet. 
Ilaviui; therefore fixed the paternity and re- 
sponsibility where it belongs, we take occa- 
sion to refer to the matter. 

The narrative of facts connected with ihe 
assumed oriign of the Convention may be 
summed up in a few words. A Convention 
wus called by the President of the Town 
Council,preeedecl by an arlicle i., the Times. 
The decree of the l'ru.<iiient at the meeting 
was a Con ventio.i. to »c lorined from dole- 
gales elected by manhood or univcr.sal suf- 
fa^rc, — e.\cliKiiiiL,' no nationality nor no 
man from voting on account uf nationality. 
The iiicetini; dccidcil adversely to il.s origi- 
nalor.s by mal<iiig llib object of the '..'oMvcn- 
tionti) be the enaelment of ini'asures to se- 
cure a resident Governor a nd represental ive 
institutions ; and not " to assist the Governor 
with suggestions." Tlie Times went into 
the election for delegates- for New West- 
minster,, and it a.nd its candidates were de- 
feated. Defeat both as regards the object 
of the Convention and the Times candidates 
to the Convention, has brought out a series 
of attacks from the organ, designed if pos- 
sible to destroy thelabors of an organization 
whioh it was a prime mover iu getting up. 
If the Times had diliered on principle, it.s 
opinions woulil be entitled to cotj.-^ideratiun. 
But Ll does not Mick — it lias not the moral 
courage 10' tttlnck the objrot of the Conven- 
tion, a resident (Jovcrnor and representative 
inslitutious. It labors however to make nut 
that the delegates- t. J me Convention are not 
Englishmen; and thai lliey were oleeted' by 
foreigners. We deny linlli pj>ilions. In the 
fir...t place the delrgales aie mort! loyal 
IlilL'lisiimen than ever belonged to the 
Timc^' concern: in the sccon.l place, they ' 
received a i;iajoriIy ol the lirUish Votes oast, 
uilh a majority of llio foreign voles cast. 
Thus it is conclusively proven that the slan- 
derous attacks made in the Times have their 
origin solely in the disappointmenl conse- 
quent on the defeat of its ticket, and the 
impossibility to hoodwink the people of 
British Columhia as regards their true inter- 
ests. 

The inconsistency of the Times, however, 
reflects little credit on so humble an insti- 
tution. It advoc.ited manhood suffrage in 
the eleelion of delegates ; fondgners as well 
as Eiigli.^h wen' 111 vole; and Itien afli^r de- 
feat it turns round and say-, niilrnlhlnlly, 
that foreignnr.s carried the eleclion .Snch 
rank ineonsislency shonM be In'hl np to 
public, rc'piobalKni.

some enemies to put him out of the way. 

'Further inquiries revealed the fact that ho 

was slill in the land of the livint;, but was 

kept in close confinenient by the Sliekeens 
-at one of their lodges. Complaint was laid 
•at the police office, and special officer Phil- 
lips and Sergeant Blake proceeded to the 
Northern Indian encampment, and, after a 
long search, found him hid a\ray in one of 
the houses. He was bound hand and foot 
and was reduced to a mere skeleton from 
want of food and water. He was talcen to 
'the police barracks and kindl ycared for by the 
authorities. The boy's version of the affair 
is this: lie says that he was seized by sev-

■vvas by treating the boy as they had done ; I 
they al,'.o add that he some time ago be- 
witched child that afterwards dieil, 
and that the whole tribe stood in dread of 
the spells he was enabled to throw aruuiul 
them by his incantstions. From a more 
reliable source wo learii that the object in 
confining the boy was to eventually trans- 
form liitn into medicine for the cure of the 
sick man. An Indian doctor had given 
directions that he should be captured ; kept 
without fresh water or nourishment tor ten 
■days, at the end of which time he was to 
have been burned, and his ashes used in tho 
preparation of a cordial that would prove 
all-healing ! This is only one of the many 
instances of superstition and inhuniaaity 
•that occur almost weekly among these 
tribes, and it is ho|)ed, if the object in 
allowing them to remain here is to civili/e 
them, that .steps will be taken to punish the 
^>er])etraturs, in order that olhea trilies may 
understand the positiua they occupy in the 
eyos of the law.
